The Office Action rejected claims 1, 2, 4-19, 22, ^ Jb ana -»u up« 

us allegedly obvious over Gre^ e, al. (U.S. Paten, No. 5,65 1,033) in view of fvlejia (U.S. 
Pnleni No. 6,680,970V Applicants respectfully, but most strenuously, traverse this rejection 
as noted helow. 

Applicants have added claims 42 and 43. which are independent versions ordain* 10 
and 30, respectively. Kin ch.in.» reei.e thai the selected position of the data unit .s a middle 
position. 
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Against claims 10 and 30 (now 42 and 43), the Office Action cites lo P1G ; 1 ofMejia, 
and alleges that 'ihe dala iransilion in the middle of pattern 1 2-fig.l could be selected " 
(Emphasis added.) However, the Office Action cites lo no section in the text ofMejia 
reaching or suggesting anything oflhe son. In foci, Mejia leaches only ihe use of Ihc leading 
and trailing dam iransilion edges, and nothing in between. 

Therefore, Applicants submit thai claims 42 and 43 cannot be made obvious over 
Gregg el al. in view of Mejia. 

Each of independent claims 1, 18. 37 and 41 has been amended in some fashion to 
indicate dial Ihc clock signal is obtained from a data unit having both data and clock 
information. Support for the common amendment can be round in Ihe specification ai, for 
example, page 10, lines 5-8. 

In contrast, Gregg el al. teaches Ihe clock signal on ils own line (sec, e.g., FIGs. I 
and 2 or Gregg et al.), and Mejia fails to remedy this deficiency (see, e.g., FIG. 7 ofMejia 
and the description thereofstarting al column 9, line 36). 

Therefore, Applicants submit thai, as amended, none ol'the rejected claims can be 
rendered obvious over Gregg el al. in view ofMejia. 

Objection lo Cl aims 

The Office Action objected lo claims 3, 20, 21, 23, 24 and 39 for depending from 
rejected base claims. J Iowcvlt, the Office Action alio indicated thai these claims would be 
allowable if amended in independent form, including all oflhe limitations oHhe relevant 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

In response, Applicants have herein added claims 44-50, with claims 44, 45, 47 and 
A\) corresponding to claims 3, 20, 23 and 3 l > in independent form, and including all of the 
limitations oflhe relevant base claims, and any intervening claims. Dependent claims 46, 48 
and 50 correspond to claims 2 1 , 24 and 40, respectively. 
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Therctbre, Applicants submit thai claim- 44-50 arc in condition For allowance. 

PONCUJSION 

Applicants submit lhat the dependent claims not specifically addressed herein are 
allowable for d.e same reasons as the ^dependent claims from which they directly or 
ultimately depend, as well as ibr their additional limitations. 

Applicants acknowledge the refeiw.ee* cited in the Office Action, bul nol 
substantively applied. However, Applicants submit .hat the pending claims are patentable 
thereover as well- 

For all the above reasons. Applicants maintain that the claims of the subject 
application delir.e patentable subject nuU.er and earnestly request allowance of claims I -50.
